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CANNED  FRUIT  PRICES  IN  THE  NETHERLANDS, 
WEST  GERMANY,  AND  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM 


German  sources  indicate  larger  pineapple  crops  in 
some  countries  have  dampened  prices  causing  increased 
canned  pineapple  sales  during  the  first  half  of  July. 
German  consumption  of  U.S.  canned  pineapple  is  up 
slightly  this  year.  U.S.  exports  to  West  Germany  during 
January-June  1975  totaled  40,108  cases,  4 percent  more 
than  those  of  a year  ago. 

Italy  is  reportedly  dominating  the  fruit  cocktail  and 
pear  markets  in  Germany,  while  Greece  is  about  sold  out 
of  old-crop  peaches — both  clingstone  and  freestone.  U.S. 
exports  of  these  items  to  West  Germany  are  down 
severely,  totaling  34,541  cases  of  fruit  cocktail,  890  of 
pears,  and  73,923  of  peaches  during  the  first  6 months  of 
1975. 


The  Pound  Sterling  has  been  dropping  in  value. 
London  quotations  for  many  canned  items  are  unchanged 
or  slightly  higher  than  in  April  when  expressed  in  U.K. 
pounds,  but  are  lower  when  converted  to  U.S.  dollars  at 
the  current  exchange  rate. 

U.S.  exports  of  major  items  to  the  United  Kingdom 
declined  during  the  first  half  of  1975.  Exports  totaled 
11,531  cases  of  peaches,  41,974  of  fruit  cocktail,  1,779 
of  pears  and  197  of  pineapple. 

Netherlands  quotations  are  slightly  lower  than  in 
April — both  in  guilders  and  dollar  equivalents.  U.S. 
exports  to  the  Netherlands  (except  pears)  were  down 
during  the  first  half  of  1975.  They  totaled  682  case  of 
apricots,  23,903  of  fruit  cocktail,  34,655  of  peaches, 
2,913  of  pears  and  12,037  of  pineapple.
